make official inspection and report the behavior the different buildings and materials affected the earthquake; Mr. Knecht was especially instructed 
select, possible, the most suitable construction and the proper materials used designing and erecting structures. 


shook from the wood post underpin- 
ning the quake Santa Barbara. 
Such failures would not have occurred 
had the underpinning been properly 
braced diagonally. Several large 
Shed buildings and roof canopies 
posts and barns collapsed account 
diagonal and wind bracing. The four-story 
reinforced concrete San Marcos building was one the 
principal failures; fully per cent the building was 
complete failure and was shaken down. The concrete 
used some the important members was none too 
good. The walls some cases were not sufficiently re- 
inforced, and there was lack proper crosswall bracing 
and ties general, especially such would used 
resisting wind stresses earthquake vibrations. 

The Arlington Hotel another bold example what 
might termed inadequate earthquake wind-resist- 
ing construction. The reinforced concrete section lacked 
stiffness account the several long spans, and lack 
cross bracing. And many cases the hollow shell brick 
walls and panel walls displayed absence proper 
bonding and insufficient anchoring the reinforced 
concrete structural frame. The big pilasters and piers 
numerous instances were merely hollow, nonsupport- 
ing so-called decorative features, insufficiently tied 
anchored the main structure. 

The many well-built and properly designed structures 
withstood the earthquake nicely, there being apparent 
damage other than few unimportant cracks and some 
falling plaster. connection with this statement call 
particular attention St. Academy. This 
building was built upon extra heavy reinforced con- 
crete foundation with numerous reinforced concrete 
cross walls. The main superstructure being three-story 
skeleton reinforced concrete building, this building ex- 
perienced damage other than some cracked plaster and 
the shaking loose some the tile roofing. this 
instance may said that the extra precautions, and 
the little extra expense originally added for the sake 
safety and stability, were the direct and only reasons that 
the Orphanage safely withstood the earthquake vibra- 
tions, and consequently prevented the loss life, 
least some the many little occupants. 

Another outstanding example good construction 
the reinforced concrete Granada Theatre and 
office building. This, the tallest building Santa Bar- 
bara, withstood the earthquake remarkably well, outside 
few filler wall and panel wall cracks and some falling 
plaster. The building practically unharmed and remains 
structurally safe and sound. large extra heavy founda- 
tion with widespread footings also characteristic 
this structure. Particular attention called the fact 


that the St. Orphanage and the Granada 
Theatre were both located within that part the earth- 
quake zones where the shocks and vibrations were the 
most severe. 

Regarding steel buildings, will report that there was 
only one structural steel framed building Santa Barbara 
and this merely had structural steel interior frame with 
exterior walls masonry. This building experienced 
serious damage result the quake. However, the 
San Francisco earthquake proved the safety structural 
steel buildings. 

Prior the earthquake Santa Barbara had modern 
building code building ordinances, and further 
informed that the city provided effective sufficient 
inspectors for field inspection. Consequently some the 
contractors and speculative builders built 
they pleased, course under these conditions the 
poorest materials and the cheapest unskilled labor were 
used these so-called builders. Several the important 
structures were erected without the advice supervision 
architect the services structural engineer. 
Judging from few the structural members and sup- 
ports saw some these buildings, the builder must 
have used rule-of-thumb, guess-and-be-damned method 
calculation arriving the size and shape used. 

The earthquake and the damage therefrom just 
another lesson what might happen any city when 
the cheap builder and inexperienced contractor can build 
any old way. Had severe windstorm visited Santa Bar- 
bara the damage might have been just bad worse. 
Santa Barbara learned her lesson building and has now 
adopted new and modern building regulations, and expe- 
rienced, competent building inspectors and deputies have 
been appointed. the future the general public, good 
builders, architects and contractors will longer 
molested nor have their lives, peace and welfare jeopard- 
ized the fly-by-night, cheap, ignorant dangerous 
builder. 

Ordinary hollow tile and light hollow concrete blocks 
need laid extra strong mortar, the walls should 
well bonded into solid masonry piers pilasters, and 
the walls should further stiffened together 
using horizontal reinforcing concrete bonding, spandrel 
beams, belts, all story levels all around building and 
immediately below the joists. 

The average well-built frame residence diagonally 
braced, solid sheathed when not exceeding three 
stories height, would little affected such earth- 
quakes occur California. There always possibil- 
ity, however, some plaster falling off, unless heavy 
metal lath approved mesh used.

(2) Heavy foundations with numerous cross walls are 
preferred. Continuous connected reinforced concrete 
footings, even when supporting isolated columns, are

Any structural steel frame erected according 
standard accepted engineering practice and designed 
resist wind pressure pounds per square foot will 
absolutely safe during any the earthquakes such 
occur California.

masonry bearing walls should prohibited 
all buildings. Six-inch concrete walls reinforced both 
horizontally and vertically with square bars

buildings when the above stability pilasters piers are 
added. Under condition should wood bearing plates 
embedded within any wall. 

(7) Adobe walls should never less than inches 
thick one-story buildings and sixteen inches thick for 
the first story and inches thick for the second story 
when two stories height; buildings with adobe bearing 
walls should never exceed two stories height.
